of the hope and reſurrection of the dead J am 
tudged, Ind when he had ſo ſatd,there aroſe a de⸗ 
bate bet weene the Phariſees and the Sadduces: 
and the multitude was diuided. Foz the Saddu⸗ 
ces ſay that there is no reſurrection, neither In⸗ 
gel, noꝛ ſptrit: but the Phariſees confeſſe _ 
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for his Mateſties definerance,&c. 
And there aroſe a great cry, and when the Scribes 
which were of the Phariſees part aroſe, they 
ſtroue, ſaying, Me finde no euill in this man: but 
1 oꝛ an Angel hath ſpoken to him, let vs 
not e againſt God, And when there aroſe a 
great debate, the chiefe captaine fearing let Paul 
ſhould haue beene pluckt aſunder of them, com⸗ 
manded the Souldiers to goe downe, and to take 
him from among them, and to bzing him into the 
caſtle. And the night tollo wing the Loꝛd ſtood by 
him, andſayd, Bee ot good cheere, : foz as 
thou halt teſtiſied of me in Hierulalem, ſo muſf 
thou beate witneſle alſo at Rome.

Paul. And they were moze then fourty men,

Now there» 
foze giue ve knowledge to the chiefe captaine, and 
to theCouncell, that hee bzing him foozth vnto 
you to moꝛrow as though ve would know ſomes 
thing moꝛe perfectly of him: and wee, oz euer hee 
tome neere,are ready to kil him. And when Pauls 
ſiſters ſonne heard ol their laying a wait, he went 
and entred into the calle, and told Paul. And 
Paul called one oꝭ the vnder captaines vnto him. 
and laid, Bꝛing this vong man vnto the high cap- 
taine: toꝛʒ hee hath a certaine thing to ſhew him. 
And hee tooke gim, aud brought him to the high 
taptaine, and ſayd, Paul the pꝛiloner called mer 
vnto him, and pꝛared > to bꝛing this pong man 
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vnto thee , which hath a certaine matter ta ſbew 
thee, Then the high captaine tooke him by the 
hand, and went with him out ofthe way, and al⸗ 
ked him. nohat is it that thou haſt to tell me? And 
heſatd, The Jewes are determined to defire thee, 
that thou wouldeſt bzing fozth Paul tomozrow 
into the Councell, as though they would enquire 
ſome what of him moze perfectly, But follow not 
thou their mindes: foz there lie in waite foz him 
of them moꝛe then fourty men, which haue bound 
themſelues with a vow, that they will neither 
cate noꝛ dꝛinke till they haue killed him: and now 
are they ready. andlooke foz a pzomile from thee, 
The Chiefe captaine then let the young man de⸗ 
part, and charged him, Dee thou tell it out to 
no man, that thou halt ſbe wed theſe things to me. 
And he called vnto him two under captatneg, ſay⸗ 
ing, Make ready two hundzed ſouldiers to goe to 
Ceſarea, and hozſemen thzeeſcoze and ten, and 
ſpearemen two hundzed, at the third houre of the 
night: And deliuer them beaſts, that they may ſet 
Paul on, and bꝛing him ſafe vnto Felix the high 
deputie. And hee wzote a letter afterthis maner, 
Claudius Lyſias vnto the moſt mighty ruler Fe= 
lix ſendeth greetings. This man was taken of the 
Jewes,and chould haue been killed of them; Chen 
tame J with an armie, and reſcued him, and per⸗ 
cetued that hee was a Romane: And when J 
would hue knowen the cauſe whereloꝛe they ac- 
cuſedhim, J bzonght him fozth intotheir Coun⸗ 
cell. hom J percetued to bee accuſed of queſti⸗ 
ons of their Law, but nothing layd to his 
charge wozthy ol death, oz of bonds. And when 
it was ſhewed mee how that the Lewes layd _ 
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or his Mateſties deltuerance, &c. 

fo: the man, Jſenthim ſtraightway to thee, and 
gaue commandement to his accuſers, that the 
things which they haue againſt him, they ſhould 
tell befoze thee. Farewell. Thenthe ſouldiers,as 
it was commandedthem,took Paul, andbzought 
him nigh to Antipatris. On the mozrow, tyey 
left the hoꝛſemen to goe with him, and returned 
vnto the caſtle. hich when they came to Ceſas 
rea, and deliuered the Epiſtle tothe Deputy, pꝛe⸗ 
ſented Paul allo befoze him. And when the Depu⸗ 
tie had read the letter, he aſtked ol what pzoutnce 
he was. And when he vnderſtood that he was of 
Cilicia. J will heaxe thee, ſaydhee , when thine 
accuſers are come alſo. Ind hee commanded him 
to be kept in Berods iudgement hall.
